Our old friend, the story of “Aladdin, or the 
Wonderful Lamp,” has been converted into an 
Opera Bouffe, by M. Hervé, musical composer, and 
is drawing crowded houses in the Gayety Theatre, 
London. 

Tue “Dictionary of Doctrinal and Historical 
Theology,” by various writers, edited by the Rev. 
John Henry Blunt, is now completed, and in one 
volume of 833 pages, imperial 8vo. (equal to six 
$vo. volumes of 400 pages each), and is published 
by Messrs. Rivington, of London, Cambridge, and 
Oxford. 

“Dorotay Fox,” the excellent Quaker novel, re- 
printed from “ Good Words,” is announced to have 
been written by Louisa Parr. 

“Ginx’s Baby,” a satire, has reached the sixth 
English, and the second American edition. 


An unpublished comedy, by Carlo Goldoni, the 
father of Italian comedy, has been discovered, and 
is to be produced at one of the theatres in Florence, 
Goldoni, who died at Paris, in 1797, was almost as 
prolific a dramatist as Scribe, for his plays occupy 
forty-four volumes.

ANoTHER Volume of Max Miiller’s “Chips from a 
German Workshop,” completing the work in three, 
instead of four voiumes, as first intended, will be 
published in a few days by Scribner & Co. It is 
especially rich in letters from the late Baron Bun-

and. 

A sew History of Scotland, by Mr. A. Falconer, is 
inthe press. It will contain an account of events 
in that country from the battle of Flodden, in 1513, 
to the Revolution of 1688; in fact, the reigns of 
Henry VIII., Edward VI., Mary, Elizabeth, James 
I, Charles I., Oliver Cromwell, Charles II., and 
James Il. The first two chapters were published 
in “ Fraser’s Magazine” for January. 


Tue “Fortnightly Review” for January contains 
an original poem by Shelley, written in 1812-13, 
never before published, and now edited by W. M. 
Rossetti. In this number also appears “The Claims 
of Women,” by Viscountess Amberly, daughter-in- 
law of Earl Russel. 


Livrixcort’s Briocrapaican Dictionary. — This 
Magnificent dictionary, which, when finished, will 
include more names than any other work of the 
kind in the English language, has reached its 
twenty-ninth part, and the name of Josiah Quincy, 
of Revolutionary fame. The scale on which this 
work has been projected and carried on, is worthy 
of the magnitude of the firm from which it ema- 
hates, and if its merit be any augury, will in future 

looked upon as the standard authority on the 
subject of biography, and find a place in every 
library, beside Allibone’s Dictionary of Authors, 
or Webster’s Dictionary of the English Language. 


AND PUBLISHERS’ CIRCULAR. 
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THe Art JourNAL.—The January number, the 
first of the new volume, has been issued, and the 
promises contained in the prospectus issued by the 
editor, faithfully fulfilled, in giving the first instal- 
ment of engravings from the group of statuary 
known as The Albert Memorial. The memorial 
stands in Hyde Park, London, and was placed there 
as a national tribute of respect to the memory of 
the late husband of Queen Victoria. The engrav- 
ing represents one of the several groups which 
ornament the base of the memorial, and is typical 
of America. It is executed in marble, by John 
Bell, who, at the present time, is probably the first 
of living British sculptors. The group consists of 
two figures, in the centre, a female seated on a 
buffalo, representing America as a division of the 
globe, while on either side are two other figures, 
representing the United States, Canada, Mexico, 
and South America. The engraving, which is by 
W. Roffe, is the finest of its class which has ap- 
peared for some time in the Art Journal. The 
other steel engravings are “The Duel Interrupted,” 
from a picture by Marcus Stone, the artist who 
illustrated Dickens’ “Our Mutual Friend,’ and 
which was exhibited at the Royal Academy in 
1868; and “A Visit to the Armorer,” by G. B. 
O’Neill. James Dafforne continues his exceedingly 
interesting papers on British Artists, the subject 
of the present chapter being Thomas Fraed, R. A., 
an artist who, like David Wilkie, chiefly excels as 
a delineator of Scottish life in its more humble 
phases. The paper bears three engravings from 
well-known pictures by the artist. ‘On Reflec- 
tions in Water,” is a useful paper on one of the 
ethics of painting. In a paper on the “ Progress of 
American Sculpture in Europe,’’ the writer, J. 
Jackson Jarves, who dates from Florence, while 
doing full justice to the merits of American Sculp- 
tors, and in individual cases, speaking in unmea- 
sured terms of praise of their productions, finds 
fault with their proneness for too much devotion 
to the classical ideals. He says, “ Notwithstanding 
disadvantages in the way of a practical education, 
scores of successful sculptors have come forward, 
although without as yet giving to the world one of 
great and original power. Any shortcomings in 
technical training are due to a want of adequate 
means of academical instruction, rather than to any 
deficiency of mechanical skill, or intellectual in< 
vention. But the Museums of Art and Schools of 
Design now in process of organization in the prin- 
cipal cities, will, in time, give ample means of ele- 
mentary education. Meanwhile, it is pleasant to 
note the progress making, and the increasing de- 
sire of buyers for works of a more original stamp, 
than those hitherto in vogue. There is, of course, 
the usual cail for strictly realistic busts and por- 
trait statues, in which considerable skill of charac- 
terization is shown. However faulty the torsos, 
limbs, and postures of American statues of eminent 
persons, the heads are tolerably sure to be cleverly 
executed. 

“ But in the very outset of their career, the sculp- 
tors of America ambitiously attacked the most diffi- 
cult side of their art, and sought at once to rival 
the accomplishments of races that had taken cen- 
turies to perfect theirs. In view of a beginning, 
the Greek Slaves, Chanting Cherubs, Ganymedes,. 
and similar efforts of Powers, Greenough, and 
Crawford, were more than respectable, although in 
comparison with the perfected standard of Classi- 
cal Art which they challenged, they were decided 
failures. Every weak reflection of a dead idealism 
is in itself a mistake. Each race should create’ its 
own ideals ont of its living present. The human 
figure must forever remain the most complete 
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model and highest possibility of sculpture. But |—What Can be Done for Augmenting the Number 


its animating idea should either be of universal 
application, or in direct sympathy with the times. 

“The sculptors who remain in America, are too 
strongly influenced by the prevailing realistic bias 
of the popular taste, to attempt much of a different 
character. But on settling in Italy, where the 
opposite tendency prevails, they are easily led to 
test their capacities of ideal invention.” 

Our space prevents us from speaking in detail of 
the many other interesting and valuable articles 
which the number contains, but the whole is itself 
essentially a fine art production, and one in which 


all who have the slightest love of art, either the 


fine arts, or of decorative art as applied to manu- 
factures, would find something to admire, interest, 
or instruct.

The text of this section 
is well illustrated by a number of beautifully exe- 
cuted chromo-lithographs, drawn from the autop- 
sies of epileptics. The doctor points out, and 
dwells upon, alterations in the sympathetic, ob- 
served in all the cases examined. 
not previously mentioned as proper to epilepsy, he 
looks upon as a primary, and not a consecutive de- 
rangement. A full analysis of three hundred and 
six cases, which have come under his immediate 
observation, furnishes the subject for the next 
chapter. In regard to treatment, he holds there 
are no specific remedies, but gives from his experi- 
ence a rich store of therapeutical resources.

Every possible combination of two letters is to 
be found here, and in the many hundred examples 
contained in the album, no two are alike in design, 
although in most cases two or three monograms are 
given, formed of the same letters. In addition to 
these, there are a number of most ingeniously de- 
signed ciphers, in which the letters of the name 
are so curiously interwoven, that it requires con- 
siderable skill to decide whether they are merely 
elaborately drawn ornaments, and to unravel the 
names they signify. There are also a number of 
ornamental alphabets, and a further quantity of 
ciphers and monograms, differing from the former 
examples in size and in the character of their orna- 
mentation. 

The book is not sewn, but the leaves, each being 
separate, are put together loosely in the album, so 
that if any particular design is required to be 
copied, the sheet containing it may be drawn from 
the rest, and placed more conveniently beside the 
workman, than if contained in a book.
